GERMANY MUST 


DURING STRIKE. | KEEP TERMS OF 


DECLARES GRAY 


Mayor of Winnipeg Tells Court/ Denunciation Would 


of Happenings During 
Riot. 


WINNIPEG, Dee. 8.—Mayor Gray 
declared at the Winnipeg vtrike trial 
that he issued a proc amation telling 
the public that the riot act was in 
force. He said that after the riot he 
had attempted to overcome the large 
amount of Intimidation that was going 
on, 

Mr. Andrews read two heads from 
the Western Labor News, “the mayor 
rescues gunmen,” and ‘the mayor 
goes crazy.” Explaining this incident 
Mayor Gray stated that Major How- 
ard had been arrested. This officer, 
said the mayor, was under the dom- 
in'on government and had every right 
to carry a gun under permission from 
the federal authorities. He had, he 
said, gone at once to the scene of 
the arrest and informed th two con- 
stables that Major Howard had every 
right to carry a gun, The policeman 
had replied, the mayor said, “all right 
sir" and explained that they would 
only take him to the police statio2 
and let him go. The mayor then said 
he found himself faced by an angry 
mod and had to defend himsef¢. He 
said that he had laid about himse!! 
with his cane and noticed two police- 
men with their noses up in the wir 
taking no nolice of his peril, Wher 
he shouted for assistance, he sald, 
they came and helped him to get as 
far as the police station. The police- 
men, the mayor explained, belonged to 
the regular force and were apparently 
on duty. 

‘Mr, MoMurray, for the 
took the cross-examination of the 
mayor.

Measures, 


PARIS, Dec. 8. — The supreme 
counc'l’s note dealing with the peace 
treaty were delivered to Baron Von 
Leisner, head of the German dele- 
gation this evening. 

The first notp denies the German 
demands for modif'cation of ‘the 
treaty on the surrender of Germans 
charred with crimes against Inter- 
national warfare and the return of 
prisoners. It agrees to consider the 
economic effects of the indemnities 
required for the eink'ng of the war- 
ships in the Scapa Flow on Germany 
in’ “a spir't of equity’ after a 
hearing by the reparations commis- 
sion. 

The note warns Germany “for the 
last time’ that denunciation of the 
armistice would give the a'Hed armies 
all latitude for necessary military 
measures and adds: 

No Delay 

"In this spirit we await without 
delay, the stennture of the protocol 
and the exchange of rat'fications.”

The Bradford Observer considers 
the speech throughout that of a min- 
ister on hfs defence, conscious of 
weakening among his own followers 
and anxious to check any tendency to 
break away. 

The Dally Graphic speaks of the 
premier’s difficulty tn riding two 
horses and asserts that the speech 
leaves him free to take any course
